It al­ 
ready has Isle Royale National 
Park on an archiepelago in 
Lake Superior. 


The bill was one of 6 signed 
by the President and Congress­ 
man Raymond Clevenger (D- 
Sault Ste. Marie) author of the 
House measure which Senator 
Philip A. Hart and the late 
Senator Pat McNamara origi­ 
nally sponsored in the Senate, 
attended the signing. 


The President said in signing 
the measure: “We are here to­ 
day to give part of America 
back to its people . . . This year 
we reach a milestone in the his­ 
tory of conservation. This year, 
thanks to the 89th Congress, 
we will restore more land for 
parks and playgrounds than we 
lose to housing, highways, air­ 
ports and shopping centers. 


“The 89th Congress has en­ 
acted 20 major conservation 
measures. Today we establish 
by act of Congress the Pictured 
Rocks National Lakeshore in 
Michigan . . . These acts of 
Congress help assure that this 
land of ours — this gift out­ 
right from God — shall be the 
most precious legacy we leave." 


The bill authorizes the ex­ 
penditure of 813-2 million on 
creation of the park and an an­ 
nual expenditure of more than 
$400,000 on its operation. The 
park will embrace 67,000 acres 
of which 27,500 acres will be

Through September, Upper Peninsula counties 
have sent 2,764 men into military service—an average 
of nine men per thousand population.

**Calls for physical examination and induction 
issued by this headquarters to specific local boards 
may vary widely from month to month, depending 
upon the availability of registrants in specified age 
groups who have been classified as available for 
ser^ce,” Myers.stated.
